Designing with masonry, life-cycle costing, BIM, high-density 
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surveying, tile and stone design, and the building envelope — 


the BSA summer workshop series 


The BSA’s summer workshop series continues this 
month and next with these six sessions: 


« Designing with Masonry (Wednesday, July 6, 
8:00-11:00 am) — This two-part workshop 


begins with a description of material specifications, 


design criteria, and installation guidelines for 
brick, concrete masonry units, mortar and other 
masonry materials. Practical examples are used 
as we cover movement joints, flashing, and other 
masonry details. The intent is to explain how 

to design, detail, specify and construct masonry 
buildings. The latter portion of this session 
focuses on masonry options, costs and resources 
with special attention paid to cost comparisons 
of masonry materials including stone (granite, 
limestone, sandstone), manufactured stone, brick 
(waterstruck, oversized units), concrete masonry 
units/cmu (split face, ground face), and glass 
block. The cost/sf for each material, highlights 
of real projects using these materials, and sources 
of technical assistance are described as they relate 
to masonry veneers, AAC walls, flashing, tops of 
walls, shelf angles, accent bands, columns, beams, 
single-wythe masonry, movement joints, design 
criteria, cavity walls, exterior CMU, moisture 
control and brick mansonry. The workshop 
leaders are Richard Filloramo, area director of 
market development and technical service for 
the International Masonry Institute, and Steve 
Bolognese, regional director of the International 
Masonry Institute in Boston. The registration 
deadline for this July 6 workshop is noon, 
June 30.

& Life-Cycle Costing (Monday, July 11, 8:30 am— 
4:30 pm) — This day-long intensive session 
focuses on the ASTM Life-Cycle Costing (LCC) 
Standards and the skills necessary to apply LCC 
methodology to the evaluation and analysis of 
investments and buildings, specifically in the 
field of energy-efficiency and green buildings/ 
sustainability. The choice of economic criteria and 
the selection of present value factors are addressed. 
The calculation of life-cycle costs of alternatives 
based on operating, maintenance, energy, and 
capital costs are described with examples. To 
analyze the results and select the most appropriate 
option, analytic measures are introduced including 
Net Savings (NS), Savings-to-Investment Ratio 
(SIR), Adjusted Internal Rate of Return (AIRR), 
and Discounted Payback (DPB). This day-long 


session includes three mini-workshops designed 


a 


to gain experience in using financial tables and 

in applying the LCC technique to building 
systems’ energy-related problems. Sources of LCC 
data and software are identified along with the 
problems involved in integrating the technique 

in the building design process. Each participant 
receives a set of financial tables (165 pages) 

that incorporates a wide range of interest and 
calculation rates to facilitate problem-solving, a 
copy of the Life Cycle Costing Manuel for the 
Federal Energy Management Program (212 
pages), and a manual containing all the workshop 
slides and workshop problems. This session is 

led by Robert Charette PE., CVS, associate 
adjunct professor at Concordia University in 
Montreal and a member and former secretary of 
the ASTM E06.81 Subcommittee that developed 
building economics standards and past co-chair 
of the Task Group for the UNIFORMAT II 
Standard Classification of Building Elements. The 
registration deadline for this July 11 workshop 
is noon, June 26; registration is limited to 20 
on a first-come/first-served basis.

The 
spatial data are connected to digital photography 
for a geometrically and graphically precise rep- 
resentation of the object. In this workshop, the 
technology is described and demonstrated from 
the design professional's perspective and real pro- 
jects are used as case studies.

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Improving access and avoiding complaints 


is the goal in site design 


While designing the site of a public building 
nearly five years ago, inaccurate interpretation of a 
Massachusetts Architectural Access Board (MAAB) 
mandate proved to be an invaluable learning 
experience for my firm in understanding both 

the interpretation of access and the importance of 
contract and specifications language in avoiding or 
alleviating complaints and potential claims. 


As state and federal accessible design standards are 
now being clarified, it is evident that there is some 
confusion. In any case, what is most important is 

to make any site built today compliant. While the 
law speaks clearly about sidewalks, walkways, and 
crosswalks at 2% or 5% level grade, it also states that 
sites should provide “at least one accessible route for 
all uses”. The various and seemingly contradictory 
interpretations of this requirement, however, have 
consistently resulted in legal decisions requiring every 
route to be accessible. 


In one example in which a building site featured two 
adjacent parking areas, designers only built access 

up to MAAB standards for the parking area nearest 
the door where the accessible parking spaces had 
been located. The second parking area was designed 
with stairs and no accessible walkway or ramp. 
Following a complaint from an advocacy group, it 
was determined that the second lot violated the law 
since all routes are required to be accessible even if they 
do not connect to accessible site elements. 


Local accessibility advocates argued that if the 

first lot is full or a person with a disability arrived 
in someone else's vehicle and could not park in a 
designated accessible parking space, the second lot 
would not provide equal access. Working through 
the situation with the advocacy group, it became 
apparent that the regulations should be approached 
from the position that every route and walkway 
must provide equal access. 


From a design standpoint, assessing the availability 
of equal access for anyone with a disability may best 
serve as the guideline to avoid potential complaints. 
By partnering with the right consultants, however, it 
is possible to obtain a variance from Massachusetts 
Architectural Access Board (MAAB) if compliance 
with the regulations is proved not to be feasible 
technologically, is a financial hardship, and would 
be without any substantial benefit to persons with 
disabilities. 


Another challenge in building to MAAB standards 
is that the regulations do not identify what method 
will be used to determine compliance. Measuring 
at two-foot intervals with a two-foot long elec- 
tronic tool called a SmartLevel is the standard for 
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measuring compliant slopes of pavements and 
walkways. Putting the contractor on notice that all 
sidewalk grades will be verified with a SmartLevel is 
new language in my firm's proposals and contracts. 


To ensure that the contractor is responsible for 
compliance on site, my firm developed specific 
contract language to make contractors aware 

that SmartLevel is used to inspect pavement and 
walkways for MAAB compliance. Our contract 
also makes a point of alerting contractors through 
both text and drawings that the design provides 
maximum slopes allowed by MAAB or by the 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA). This spe- 
cification provides for construction tolerances that 
the ADA and MAAB do not provide for in their 
regulations. In new construction or renovation, 
ADA and MAAB contract language and specifica- 
tions protect designers from conflicts with clients 
and contractors and, ideally, serve to avoid 
complaints. 


For my firm, the practice guidelines are simple: 

understand that the design criteria are based on 

equal access, work with not against advocacy 

agencies, develop contract language specific to 

compliance measurements, and ensure that the 

contractor is responsible for the final product. |

$1-million gift to BAC enriches 
diversity efforts 


In May the Boston Architectural Center (BAC) 
reported that it had received a gift in excess of one 
million dollars to establish The Robert Houseman 
and The Richard Kirkham Fund for Diverse High 
School Students Entering the Design Professions. 
This new fund will support a BAC initiative 
designed to address deficiencies and disparities in 
demographic diversity in the design professions. 


BAC president Ted Landsmark Ph.D., Assoc. AIA 
noted that the gift will significantly enhance efforts 
to increase “racial, gender and class diversity among 
BAC graduates and in the profession at large and 
will serve as a model for the development of similar 
programs at other design schools.” 


Landsmark noted that a central element of this effort 
will include scholarships for high-school juniors and 
seniors attending the BAC Center Summer Academy, 
a three-decade-old program that introduces students 
to the design professions.

AIA provides ‘green’ aid 


The Massachusetts cities of Northampton and 
Pittsfield are two of the five American communities 
selected by the national AIA Center for 
Communities by Design for the inaugural launch 
of the AIA’s Sustainable Design Assessment Team 
(SDAT) community-assistance program. 


These cities — along with Oklahoma City, Forest 
City NC, and Cache County in Utah — will benefit 
from $20,000 in resources provided by the AIA to 
help cover the costs of community sustainability 
assessments. The SDAT community-assistance 
program provides each community with a three- 
day visit by a multidisciplinary team assembled to 
explore development pressures in rural areas, air 
quality, wetlands and water quality, and economic 
diversification. The team ultimately prepares a re- 
port highlighting the strengths and weaknesses of 
the community in relation to sustainability and 
identifies opportunities for and obstacles to change. 
In addition, follow-up conference calls and visits to 
the communities conclude a second-level a: 
a year after the initial report is delivered.

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Architects’ roles in ‘nation- 
building’ explored 


How should architects think about Iraq? Years 

of military activity have left a country of ancient 
civilizations in great need of reconstruction of civic 
infrastructure, housing, and community facilities. 
What are the ethical and global responsibilities of the 
architectural profession whose central mission is the 
preservation and creation of the built environment? 


These questions and others provoked considerable 
discussion at a May teach-in co-sponsored by the 
BSA and the Boston Architectural Center (BAC). 
Architects, interior designers, landscape architects, 
urban planners, community activists and students in 
attendance agreed that the architectural profession is 
ideally suited to non-political problem-solving and 
should be an ardent advocate for a more intensive 
exploration of the real needs of the Iraqi people as 
the U.S. leads the rebuilding effort in that war-torn 
country. 


“We have a responsibility as stewards of the built and 
natural environments,” noted BSA president George 
Metzger AIA, “to think carefully and act ethically 
under circumstances in which our intervention as 
designers could affect the quality of life in Iraq for 
generations to come.” Metzger argued that architects 
have “a professional obligation to be sensitive to 
and work closely with the people we presumably are 
assisting in efforts to rebuild a nation.” 


Scholars from various Middle East countries joined 
American architects and others engaged in recon- 
struction efforts in Iraq to address a broad range 
of concerns including sensitivity to local cultural 
preferences, the business ethics and opportunities 
suggested by reconstruction, means of supporting 
Iraqi design professionals and planners, and related 
issues. 


“Design schools must do more to prepare students 
for work in diverse environments in which cul- 
tural and language differences can create misunder- 
standings about what clients want and need,” noted 
BAC president Ted Landsmark, Assoc. AIA. “Our 
graduates will be working on reconstruction efforts 
for years to come, so it is not too soon for design 
colleges to begin discussions about the ethical 
responsibilities, cultural sensitivities, historical 
precedents, and design issues emerging professionals 
will face as they work in diverse global cultures 
such as Iraq.” “SS 


Architect wins copyright suit cea 
In a verdict that should further protect the work of 
architects and make contractors and homeowners 
responsible for unauthorized use of architectural 
plans, a jury in April awarded Los Angeles-based 
Hablinski + Manion Architecture a $5.9-million 
verdict after its plans for a multi-million-dollar 
home were copied and used to build a structure 
replicating the original. “This is a significant verdict 
because it confirms the broad scope of copyright 
protection available to architects and other artists,” 
said the architect's attorney. In this case, the designer

DSB's new application form 
effective now 


Section 5 of Chapter 193 of the Acts of 2004 
entitled “An Act Further Regulating Public 
Construction in the Commonwealth” amended 
M.G.L. Chapter 7 Section 38K and mandates 
that the Designer Selection Board (DSB) issue a 
new application form for use by all municipalities 
and all other public agencies not within the DSB’s 
jurisdiction in the selection of designers for public 
construction projects in the Commonwealth. 


This month we draw 
special attention to 
the new guide to 
recycling construc- 
tion and demolition 
wastes described on 
p. 8. A joint venture 
of architects, con- 
tractors, recycling 
professionals, and 
EPA officials, this 
unique guide already 
has proved to be a 
valuable addition to 
the building industry 


In compliance with this requirement, the DSB 
developed a new application form to be used 
now (the effective date was Monday, April 18, 
2005). This form is available on the Division of 
Capital Asset Management website at www.mass. arsenal ofenviron- 
govlcam/DSB/fi_dselectboard_ct.html. The form is mental-protection 
titled “Standard Designer Application Form for tools. 
Municipalities and Public Agencies not within DSB 
Jurisdiction 2005”. This is the only form to be 
used when applying for work with municipalities 
and other agencies not within DSB’s jurisdiction 
including the Massachusetts Convention Center 
Authority, the Massachusetts Technology Park 
Corp., Massport, the Department of Housing aFintathae we tah 
and Community Development, and the Woods ve siesta a 
Hole, Martha's Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship dene 

Authority. 


In May, the DSB published a notice that all 
applications due on or after June 30, 2005 would be 
rejected if they are not filed on the new form; the 
DSB also underscored the responsibility of the prime 
applicant to ensure that all the consultants also use 
the new form.

« Codes Committee chair Vernon Woodworth 
AIA and board member Wagdy Anis AIA led 
discussions of how the profession most appro- 
priately should address Massachusetts’ imminent 
adoption of the International Building Code. 
Discussion focused primarily on the extent 
to which the BSA should support significant 
amendments to the IBC or urge its adoption 
without amendment. For more information 
on this dialogue, e-mail Woodworth at 
avw@rwsullivan.com or Anis at wanis@sbra.com. 


« The implications of ‘offshoring’ of design tasks/ 
services has generated a good deal of discussion 
about this expanded version of outsourcing and its 
possible impacts on design quality, design author- 
ship, the value of the profession, implications for 
architectural education, and a good deal more. 

To the extent that offshoring as one manifestation 
of globalization is inevitable, identifying new eco- 
nomic models for the practice of architecture is 
perceived to be important. 


« The ethical and other obligations of the 
architectural profession were the focus of a 
discussion centered on architects’ roles and 
responsibilities in the reconstruction of Iraq and 
international reconstruction efforts in general. 
Concerns about cultural sensitivity, opportunism, 
stewardship of the environment and the ways 
in which American architects should or should 
not be working with architects of other nations 
generated not only discussion at board meetings 
but led to the BSA/BAC teach-in on these issues 
in May (see p. 12). 


« Architectural education in the broadest sense 
was the focus of a presentation at a recent meeting 
by BAC president Ted Landsmark, Assoc. AIA 
who described, among other things, the need 
for the several significant design schools in the 
northeast to develop a collective and powerful 
voice on architectural education issues, a clearer 
understanding of the schools’ roles in training 
architects to be good practitioners as well as 
good designers, a finer understanding of the 
schools’ responsibility to meet the challenges and 
opportunities of mandatory continuing education 
for architects, and the continuing evolution of the 
relationship between practitioners and educators. 
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« Specialty certification by project type, a 
controversial issue nationally, was the subject 
of several BSA board meetings and of a BSA- 
sponsored resolution at the AIA Convention in 
Las Vegas in May. The BSA has opposed specialty 
certification by project type (for example, the 
proposed “certification” of healthcare architects 
by a self-appointed group of architects now 
doing these types of projects). During the AIA 
Convention, BSA delegates expressed concern 
about the possible obstacles such certification 
could create for young designers seeking for the 
first time to acquire healthcare facility design 
projects, the potential confusion certification 
by project type could cause among clients in all 
sectors, the devaluation of the notion that an 
architect is trained to design projects of all types 
and other issues related to limiting rather than 
enhancing opportunities for all architects. The 
BSA’s resolution at the AIA convention was not 
adopted. The discussion continues.
